Amendment 49. 


The bonds carried a 3V4 mills 


tax, which the firm was to help 
pay off through lease payments. 


Robert K. Murphy, president of 


the firm,; released a statement 
through Joe Permetti, sales rep- 
resentative for Chase - Grocord, 
saying: 


"The severe strain on the cash 


resources of our company as well 
as our unsuccessful negotiations 
with our bank to extend' both long 
and short-term loans left us 'no 
other alternative." 


The statement said Several at- 


tachments h a v e been 
placed 


against the plant, equipment and 
inventory. 


Difficulty for the firm was fore- 


seen earlier this year when Fran- 
cis G. Chase, then executive vice 
president, announced that all op- 
erating and office personnel would 
be temporarily laid off. 


Chase said then, however, that 


the firm would continue to exist, 
He said later the same day some 
of the workers would be called 
back the following day and others 
would be called as needed.. 


Initial plans of the firm were to

Financing of the plant utilized

Says U.S. to 
Prevent Job 
Discrimination

WASHINGTON (AP)-Sccrctary 


of Labor W. Willard Wirtz said to- 
day the government soon will is- 
sue new standards to make sure 
there is no discrimination in em- 
ployment on federal projects. 


The government's nondiscrimin- 


ation policy in the construction in- 
dustry will be' tightened, ho said, 
to make sure before a contract is 
awarded 
that contractors 
can 


comply — not after work on the 
contract begins. 


The forum for Wirtz' announce- 


ment was a meeting of a House 
judiciary subcommittee where he 
testified in support of President 
Kennedy's civil rights package. 


Of the quest for improving the 


lot of the American Negro, Wirtz 
said in his prepared testimony: 
"There has been no more im- 
portant issue before the country 
and the Congress—save only the 
issue of war and peace." 


Wirtz followed Atty. Gen. Rob- 


ert F. Kennedy, who urged pas- 
sage of the program Wednesday. 
Republican members made clear 
that (he GOP price tag for help- 
ing the Democratic administration 
get the bill through Congress is 
a strong hand in writing the legis- 
lation., 


They showed the administration 


can count on GOP support only 
if it isjtfriUing to compromise on 
its sweeping seven-point program. 


In advance of Wirtz' testimony, 


Sen. Barry Goldwater. R-Ariz., 
made known that he intends to 
offer an amendment to deny Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board and 
other benefits to unions that prac- 
tice discrimination. 


"I don't think the administration 


will support the amendment in a 
showdown but I am going to give 
its supporters a chance to go on 
record," Goldwater said in an in- 
terview. 


Launching the administration 


civil rights bill on its trouble- 
strewn course through Congress 
was a five-hour job for the at- 
torney general,, who was subjected 
to detailed, legalistic questioning, 
mostly by Republicans. 


Their chief criticism was aimed 


at a proposal to ban racial discrim; 
ination in hotels, restaurants and 
other places serving the public. 


Rep. 
John V. Lindsay,, R-N.Y., 


a leader of the GOP civil rights 
bloc in the House, said after the 
hearing he thought Kennedy! had 
"acquitted himself very well." 


Lindsay expressed 
disappoint- 


ment, however, that Kennedy had 
not even read the 41 Republican 
civil rights bills introduced last 
January and the 38 additional bills 
put in this month, most of them 
covering the same ground as the 
bill outlined by the President 
last week. 


The chief disagreement between 


Kennedy and the Republicans was 
over the public accommodations 
section. The administration is re- 
lying chiefly on the federal power 
to regulate interstate commerce 
for its authority to act in this 
field, while the GOP favors pin- 
ning any action to the 14th Amend- 
ment to the Constitution. At the 
heart of this agreement is the tra- 
ditional Republican opposition to 
any expansion of federal power in 
the private enterprise sector. 


GOP members said the bill gives 


too much power to the attorney 
general, fails to cover discrimin- 
atory practices in labor unions 
and; includes proposals already in 
the law.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Negroes 


have less chance than white to 
Set a high-paying job in the North, 
but most employers and unions 
deny this steins from racial dis- 
crimination., 


Negro leaders generally ain- 


tcnd it docs. In Chicago, for ex- 
ample, they say that hardly any- 
one downtown hires Negroes as 
office workers, store clerks, or 
skilled craftsmen. 


"The Loop of Chicago looks like 


a snowstorm at 5 o'clock," says 
Hamp McKinney of the Urban 
League of Chicago, "with only 
here and there a little brown 
speck in it." 


But employers and unions say 


that situations like this are not 
caused by racial discrimination. 
They say there aren't enough qual- 
ified Negroes to fill the jobs avail- 
able. 


Reports from Associated Press 


bureaus in New York, Philadel- 
phia. Los Angeles,, Detroit, San 
Francisco and Chicago and from 
government agencies in Washing- 
ton indicate a similar pattern. 


Negro charges of job discrim- 


ination have flamed into one of 
the most searing racial problems 
in the North, where almost half of 
America's 19 million Negroes live. 


Statistics show that Negroes in 


the North have a more difficult 
time than whites at getting jobs. 
But there is controversy over the 
cause. 


Many employers 
and 
unions 


have antidiscrimination clauses in 
their contracts. They say they 
honor them. They say they would 
hire qualified Negroes, or take 
qualified Negroes into apprentice- 
ship. 


But Negro leaders insist that 


job discrimination blocks the way 
of the Negro in the North. 


Pickets and police clashed in 


Philadelphia and New York a few 
weeks ago in the Negro struggle 
for more and better jobs. Herbert 
Hill, labor secretary of the Na- 
tional Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, has 
threatened more demonstrations if 
the doors of personnel offices and 
union halls stay closed 


The unemployment rate among 


Negroes is twice as high as the 
unemployment rate among whites. 
The Department of Labor reports 
that one out of every 10 Negro 
workers is out of a job. 


The vast majority of those Ne- 


groes who do jobs are working at 
the bottom of the heap. Their jobs

about Powell's assertion. He re- 
plied that he had responded to 
Powell's claim with a laugh last 
week and did not expect to have- 
any further reaction.

Employers and unions do not 


dispute these facts. They simply 
refuse to accept any responsibility 
for it. For the record, almost all 
unions and most businesses in the 
North say they are against racial 
discrimination. 


"We have no Negroes in our 


union," says Romtfo Jenson, busi- 
ness representative of the AFL- 
CIO Iron Workers Local 11 in 
Newark, N.J., "and the reason is. 
nobody has applied, to my knowl- 
edge. I don't believe in any! dis- 
crimination of any sort." 


Leaders of the AFL-CIO admit 


that the craft unions have dis- 
criminated against Negroes. At 
the same time, the leaders resent 
the current furore by Negroes 
over the situation., The resentment 
stems from three basic beliefs of 
the AFL-CIO leaders: 
, 


1. That the record of the AFL- 


CIO, on the whole, has favored the 
Negro. 


2. That the AFL-CIO is doing 


the best it can to change the 
policies of its craft unions. 


3. That the end of discrimina- 


tion by the small craft unions 
would hardly improve the general 
job situation for Negroes. 


Nevertheless, the record re- 


mains to anger American Ne- 
groes: in all America,, there are 
only 
300 union-licensed Negro 


plumbers and electricians, far less 
than the number of Negroes with 
doctorate degrees. 


In Detroit las^. year, the Iron 


Workers Local trained 66 appren- 
tices, none Negro; the Plumbers 
Local 
trained 
128 apprentices, 


none Negro; the Sheetmetal Work- 
ers trained 159 apprentices, 7 Ne- 
gro. 


The leaders of the craft unions, 


when pressed, will say that they 
would allow Negroes into the ap- 
prentice programs if Negroes ap- 
plied., 


But Negro youngsters,, knowing 


the record of the craft unions, 
rarely bother to apply. Often they 
are too poor and unschooled to 
become apprentices even if the 
unions kicked away the barriers. 


"What's the reason?" asks Cam- 


poneschi. "Close your eyes and 
stick out 10 fingers,, and you'll 
find 10 reasons. You want me to 
say all these reasons mean dis- 
crimination. Sure, it's discrimina- 
tion. It's the story of the Negro 
in America." 


And so the cycle goes on. Em- 


ployers and unions says Negroes 
aren't qualified. Without union 
membership and without jobs, Ne- 
groes can't get the education and 
training to become qualified. 


The 
flurry of 
demonstrations 


during the last few weeks has 
spurred some action from unions, 
employers, and the government. 


The AFL-CIO has put pressure 


on craft unions to make room for 
Negro apprentices. 


President Kennedy has banned 


racial discrimination on construc- 
tion projects paid for, in whole or 
part, by federal funds. 


The President also has asket 


Congress to pass a massive vo- 
cational 
education program to 


train Negroes for higher paying 
jobs. 


Will these steps soften Northern 


Negro anger? Some experts fear 
the problem may not be solved 
for many years, for it takes time 
to train skilled workers and it 
takes time to create incentive 
among young Negroes.

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-An econo- 


_mic factor changed by the 1960 
'"census will result in some school 


districts getting less money than 
they expected from an anticipated 
$3,375,000 increase in state mini- 
mum foundation aid funds. 


The factor is the number of pe/- 


sons gainfully employed in the 
school district. It has not changed 
until this year since the 1950 cen- 
sus and districts which have 
changed from a farm to industrial 


^economy during this period will 


feel its impact. 


State aid is computed under a 


complicated formula, based large- 
ly on average daily attendance, 
but hinging also on indicators of 
local ability to pay, such as the 
number of automobile registra- 
tions,, public utility assessments. 
sales taxes collected in the distric 
and the number of gainfully em- 
ployed. 
* 
Harvey Snell, budget director of 


the Education Department, said it 
had been 12 years since the factor 
on g a i n f u l l y employed had 
changed and the change had been 
quite drastic in some districts., He 
specifically 
mentioned Conway 


and Scarcy, both of which have 
ridden high on the tide of indus 
trialization in the state. 


Even these districts,, however 


v , Snell said, will get more state 


money this year, but the increase 
will hot be as large as it would 
have been if the factor had not 
changed. 


Some districts, 
particularly 


those which have had a decline 
in average daily attendance,, will 
get less money even though the 
total amount for distribution will 
rise from $39.8 million during the 
past year to $43,225,000 during the 
coming year. 


Snell said the new formula was 


computed on an estimated 7,000- 
pupil increase in the statewide 
average daily attendance.
